Fig hting Crime In The Streets 


The law and order issue that raised emotions 
during the presidential campaign has barely 
been men'tiored publicly by the new administra­ 
t e in Washington. 
•Nevertheless, it is getting a lot. of attention 
firom President Nixon and his advisers. 
-The go-slow policy is being followed because 
of the enormity of the .street crime problem and 
the differences in opinion on bow it can best be 
reduced. 


MR. NIXON, during his campaigning, leveled 
some bla.sts at Supreme Court decisions he felt 
undermined law enforcement but his prt^>osals 
for controlling soaring crime rates were posi­ 
tive and wide-ranging. 
He foresaw, for instance, the need for pri.son 
reform. He said: 
^We have to .stop this revolving door that 
spews embittered, sullen men out onto the 
street'!. The federal government should tak e the 
lead in by reforming the federal penitenriaries, 
providing separate facilities for treating the vi­ 
olent. aggressive or disturbed offenders. 
“The number of parole officers dealing with 
that great segment of convict population that 
has been returned te society is also inadequate 
to its ]ob. 
“New leader.ship will break the vicious cycle 
that snares a first offender into a lifetime of 
crime Job training, work -release programs and 
half-way houses can correct men’s lives and 
prevent future crimes from being committed. 
“Today, the public Is endangered by most of 
the alumni of the pri.son system; tomorrow, the 
prisons must begin to turn out rehabilitated 
men” 
Mr. Nixon also urged streamlining court pro­ 
cedures to get rid of the back logs of criminal 
cases, gun control, narcotics control and better 
training of local law enforcement agencies as 
weapons in the war on crime. 
Naturally a program of this magnitude re­ 
quires federal-state cooperatiiui and will be 
eo'^tly. 


The time of cost is one of the reasons the new 
administrataon isn’t moving into high gear on 
law-and-order promises. 
Money ts a sensitive topic In Washington 
these days and all new spending proposals will 
be weighed carefully. 
President Nixon’s broad, long-range approach 
to street crime in AmericsT is a far crv from 
the more-policemen-with-bigger-clubs idea that 
gained supporters during the campaign.

Fact is that Richard Nixon has long been an 
authoritv on American labm- HLs attitude to­ 
wards it has been that of a classic conserva- 
trive, neither brutish, as frequently reported, nor 
labor’s enemy.

Lloyd M. Bucher last 
week to a naval court of inquiry might have 
been regarded as commonplace in the jungles 
of Africa. 
But most of the people throughmit the world 
have hitherto assumexl that the Soviet govern­ 
ment would not have permitted the men who 
manage its enslaved countries to risk the world­ 
wide publication of the way Communists some­ 
times handle prisoners. 
The Ommunist extremi.sts believe in torture 
and they exact “confes‘!ions” for the twirpose of 
publicity and propaganda. One thing that would 
fru.strate such tactics would be for the United 
States government to announce that any Ameri­ 
cans hereafter seized hv the Communists any­ 
where have been authorized to “confess” or ad­ 
mit anything they are ask ed to sav by their 
captors. This would render these documents im­ 
mediately valuele'^s as propaganda and perhaps 
would save prisoners from such cruelties as the 
Pueblo’s crewmen experienced 
But it wasn’t only the American sailors who 
were subjected to the savage and inhumane or­ 
deals. A Sfflith Korean who had previously been 
tak en prisoner was strapped to a wall, after 
having been tortured He was shown to CYndr. 
Bucher, who testified last week as follows: 
“He was alive. But he had been through a 
terrible ordeal He had a compound fracture of 
the arm and the bone w^as stick ing out He had 
completely bitten through his lower lip, . . . it 
was hanging down. His right eye had been put 
out. His head was hanging down and a black 
substance from the put-out eye was dripping 
down.” 
All this was done to w'am Cmdr Bucher what 
might be his own fate and that of his crewmen 
He had already t^een close to death witb a re­ 
volver at his head Finally, when he refused to 
submit, he was beaten into unconsciousness. 
After several days of such harassment. Rucb- 
er was informed that all his men would be shot 
unless he agreed to sign a “confes'don ” He did 
So because, he says, he felt the North Korean 
officers were “animals” w'ho would not hesitote

The rest of the world can do much to teacb 
the Communists that this doesn’t help them 
gain either the respect or the cooperation of 
other nations International law requires that 
prisoners be given humane treatment

be hard for anyone to show that veering a mile 
or two from the prescribed line desen^es the 
punishment accorded to the men on the Pueblo 
What they saw from a 13-mile po'dtion. a.s 
contrasted with 11 miles or even 3 — wdiich has 
been the customar>' territorial limit — was 
surely nothing that could threaten the safety of 
North Korea to the point where such stern mea­ 
sures were necessary.

Ranking right along with the argument over 
UFOs and the abominable snowman is the dis­ 
pute over the existence of vScotland’s Loch Ness 
monster. 
The search is on in earnest for Nessie and the 
band of believers are certain their 7-vear hunt 
will end in success. Last August a sonar-com­ 
puter system was introduced into the year- 
round watch af Loch Ness. 
The result was the discovery of large anim ate 
objects moving in deep water They were too 
big and too fast to be fish and were ruled 
“ unexplainable ” 
Prof. Roy Mackal. a University of Chicago 
biochemist who serves as leader of the volun­ 
teer search group, believes Nessie is a freshwa­ 
ter adapted seacow 
Meanwhile, as the hunt goes on, the staid Bri­ 
tish government has an official policy of nonbe­ 
lief. 
Funny thing about that policy though, the 
government also has passed a law nrotecting 
the I/Och Ness monster from harm by hunters. 
Protection for something that doesn’t exist'’ 


Ghost To Linger 


The General Accounting Office (GAO) has 
filed another report that helps explain wide­ 
spread dissatisfaction with the Great vSociety’s 
war on poverty. 
Abuse of federal funds in a California Neigh­ 
borhood Youth Corps program , sim ilar to that 
already disclosed in the Detroit NYC project, 
has been reported by GAO, the auditing arm of 
Congress. 
Exam iners said the work-training program in 
I/os Angeles County failed to screen partici­ 
pants according to federal criteria which en­ 
abled a large number of ineligible young people 
to be enrolled in the program 
In the Detroit report, the GAO said federal 
funds had been given to hundreds of high school 


and college students who did not qualify for as- 
sitance under the youth corps program. 
The Los Angeles operation also was cited for 
ineffective job development, poor records and 
lack of attendance by participants In the sup­ 
plem entary education program s ret]iii red by die 
Labor Departm ent. 
Consequences of such actions are inescapable 
First, many of those who might have been 
helped by a properly administered program 
never received a nickel’s worth of assistance. 
Second, the free-wheeling and cavalier treat­ 
ment of taxpayer money is going to make it 
next to impossible to sell any now expensive 
poverty program s to the public — even legiti­ 
m ate ones. 


Loller To The Editor 


Every time you pick up a newspaper, turn 
on the television or radio these days, you can 
be sure someone will be complaining about 
the brutality or ineptness of our police depart­ 
ments. Is it not tim e that w e start praising 
our police instead of always criticizing them? 
Who are these critics of our police? Where 
did they get their so - called knowledge of 
police work’ Have you ever had any training 
or experience as policem en’ Have they ever 
faced a rioting mob, a stick-up m an’s bullets or 
a m an gone beserk with a knife as a weapon? 
Until these critics have faced some of the perils 
and problem s of being a policeman, I believe 
they should keep their mouths shut. 
Why don’t our newspaper, radio and televis­ 
ion stations take the time to inform the public 
what it takes in both time and money to become 
a policeman? Does the public know that once 
a m an has gone through his training and has 
been appointed to the force he then must spend 
$400 to $500 for uniforms and equipment and 
that it costs him about $10 a week just to 
keep his uniforms clean. 


Does the public realize the problems police­ 
men face in addition to arresting those who 
break the law ’ They have the problem of inept 
or softhearted Judges and Prosecutors. They 
have the problem of politicians or im portant 
businessmen seeking special favors and trying 
to cause the policeman trouble if they don’t get 
them. 


I suggest that everyone study all conditions 
and facts thoroughly before condemning our 
police. Instead let us praise these men who 
are out trying to do their job of protecting 
us and our property at all times and under all 
kinds of conditions both good and adverse.

Nixon, Labor Get New Start 


WASHINGTON - When President Nixon flies 
to Europe in mid-April, there will undoubtedly 
be a labor leader — or two — in his official 
party. 
Dick Nixon is a sophisti­ 
cate. 
He knows 
his 
prime 
ministers, 
chancellors 
a n d 
presidents. Some are men of 
labor itself. Many are spokes­ 
men for labor parties. Some, 
in uglier history abroad, fled 
for their lives and were res­ 
cued by A m e r i c a n union 
chiefs. 
In one fashion or another, 
this is true of Italy’s Presi- 
Victor Riesel 
dent Giuseppe Saragat, G erm any’s Vice Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt, and the witty Fabian So­ 
cialist, Harold Wilson of Britain. 
Mr. Nixon's knowledge of the intricate inter­ 
national labor movement surprises many com­ 
m entators who talk constantly these days of the 
“ new Nixon.” Trouble with those who talk of 
the “new Nixon” is that they’re old observers 
who never bothered to know the old Nixon. 
These observers never bothered to dialogue 
with him. They were too busy ham m ering Dick 
Nixon into the stone axe image they reserved 
especially for him until this presidential cam ­ 
paign. They did not go up to New York in Mr. 
Nixon’s lonely days of self-exile. They never 
bothered to stroll up and down Fifth Ave. with 
the dog-walking Dick Nixon after the California 
days. 


AND THEY ALWAYS spoke of him as the 
man who said you-know-what to defeat Helen 
Gahagan Douglas in the 1950 senatorial race In 
the Senate, he served on the Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee. 
F a d is that Richard Nixon has long been an 
authority on American labor. His attitude to­ 
wards it has been that of a classic conserva­ 
tive, neither brutish, as frequently reported, nor 
labor’s enemy. 
So for signs of things to come, it’s very much 
worth sketching what few either knew or recall. 
I do rem em ber a call from a young congress­ 
man hack in 1947 — chap bv name of Jack Ken­ 
nedy — who asked what I knew of the newfan­ 
gled Taft-Hartlev proposals. The representative 
from M assachusetts said he had to debate an­ 
other young congressman 
(from California). 
Chap by name of Nixon, who “ always does his 
homework ” Young Jack Kennedy lost that one. 
Mr Nixon helped write the law — and put 9- 
H into it, the passage which forced union lead­ 
ers lo sign non-Communist affidavits. 


BUT ONE THING is certain The labor move­ 
ment used those non-Communist affidavits to 
learn who would not sign them, and the labor 
leaders used the HCUA exposures to oust ll 
Communist-controlled unions from the CIO. And 
using the data effectively was the CIO’s special 
prosecutor, Arthur Goldberg. 


Dick Nixon never reckoned these comm ittee 
posts as antilabor or antiliberal. He always 
wondered why the traditional labor movement 
clobbered him. 
As a young reporter in 1953, I covered Dick 
Nixon’s address ait the AFL convention In St. 
Louis. He thought he was booed — though 
AFL-CIO president has always maintained that 
the delegates merely chuckled 
When it was 
over, the then vice president invited me to his 
suite and asked why they were derisive. 
I explained that he had erred on one m atter. 
He had said that any tim e Mr. and Mrs. M artin 
Durkin ( who had just resigned as President Ei­ 
senhower’s Secretary of Labor) were in Wash­ 
ington. they were welcome at the Nixon home. 
The delegates laughed because M arty Durkin 
(now dead) had been in Washington almost as 
long as the Ford Theatre. 


I SUGGESTED HE get to know the men, as 
well as the theory, of American labor. He did, 
though he did not need my urging. 
He bore no grudge. Max Raab, secretary of 
the Eisenhower cabinet, can tell you that Dick 
Nixon and the late (Secretary of Labor) Jim 
Mitchell were the left-of-oenter force in the 
group Mr. Nixon at one time or another helped 
Dave Dubinskv, Jack Potofsky and Max Green­ 
berg of the ladies’ garm ent, m en’s clothing and 
retail unions. 
He befriended (he steel nuoin’s Dave McDon­ 
ald He took advice from Arthur Goldberg long 
before the am bassador knew the Kennedys. He 
settled strikes and was the mediating force in 
many industrial crises, always aiding and com­ 
forting Jim Mitchell — who labor savs was the 
hest secretary they ever had in the departm ent. 
He gave a splendid talk. TTie galleries booed 
him 
After that he gave up attempting to woo the 
movement But there is no vindictiveness. It’s 
only been a few days now. but thus far he’s giv­ 
en the movement no cause for worry. Every­ 
body thinks it will stay that way — especially 
on foreign affairs, where he needs them and 
they certainly need him. 
So the union chiefs no longer see Dick Nixon 
as a m an in a loin cloth mentality. Eventually 
♦hey may go eyeball to eyeball. But not yet, 
here or abroad.

The Savage 
North Koreans 


The North Korean government stands before 
the world today as guilty of brutality and sav­ 
agery in the treatm ent of the crew taken from 
the American naval ship Pueblo and held as 
prisoners for ll months. Behind this regime are 
the Communist, governments in Moscow and Pe­ 
king. 


Will nations which believe in hum anitarian­ 
ism — even when they take into custody indi­ 
viduals from enemy forces — allow the incident 
to go unnoticed9 
Will the protests come from far and wide so 
that the principles of civilized practice in deal­ 
ing fairly with prisoners will be widely publi­ 
cized? 


WHY DO THE COMMUNIST governments 
tolerate vicious tactics by their own puppet 
states? Do they think that they them selves es­ 
cape responsibility? 
The story told by Cmdr. Lloyd M Bucher last 
week to a naval court of inquiry might have 
been regarded as commonplace in the jungles 
of Africa. 
But most of the people throughout the world 
have hitherto assumed that the Soviet govern­ 
m ent would not have permitted the men who 
manage its enslaved countries to risk the world­ 
wide publication of the way Communists some­ 
times handle prisoners. 
The Communist extrem ists believe in torture 
and they exact “confessions” for the purpose of 
publicity and propaganda. One thing that would 
frustrate such tactics would he for the United 
States government to announce that any Ameri­ 
cans hereafter seized bv the Communists any­ 
where have been authorized to “confess” or ad­ 
m it anything they- are asked to sav bv their 
captors. This would render these documents im­ 
mediately valueless as propaganda and perhaps 
would save prisoners from such cruelties as the 
Pueblo’s crewmen experienced 
But it wasn’t only the American sailors who 
were subjected to the savage and inhumane or­ 
deals. A South Korean who had previously been 
taken prisoner was strapped to a wall. after 
having been tortured He was shown to Cmdr. 
Bucher, who testified last week as follows: 
“ He was alive. But he had been through a 
terrible ordeal. He had a compound fracture of 
the arm and the bone was sticking out. He had 
completely bitten through his lower lip. . . . It 
was hanging down. His right eve had been put 
oui. His head was hanging down and a black 
substance from the put-out eye was dripping 
down.” 
All this was done to warn Cmdr Bucher what 
might be his own fate and that of bis crewmen. 
He had already been close to death with a re­ 
volver at his head Finally, when be refused to 
submit, he was beaten into unconsciousness. 
After several days of such harassm ent. Burh 
er was informed that all his men would be shot 
unless he agreed to sign a “ confession ” He did 
so because, he says, he felt the North Korean 
officers were “ anim als” who would not hesitate 
to carry out the threat. 
Training in how to torture prisoners Is part of 
a Communist technique and has long been used 
to frighten citizens who show the slightest signs 
of disobeying the edicts of the dictatorship re­ 
gime 
The rest of the world can do much to teach 
the Communists that this doesn’t help them 
gain either the respect or the cooperation of 
other nations. International law requires that 
prisoners bp given humane treatm ent 
North Korea has not proved that the Pueblo 
was inside her 12-mile limit but certainly it will 
be hard for anyone to show that veering a mile 
or two from the prescribed line deserves the 
punishment a c c o rd s to tho men on the Pueblo 
What they saw from a 13-mile position, as 
contrasted with ll miles or even 3 — which has 
been the customary' territorial limit — was 
surely nothing that could threaten the safety of 
North Korea to the point where such stern m ea­ 
sures were necessary. 


SOME DAY NORTH KOREA will need the 
friendship of free peoples as lf em erges from 
an era of tyranny and despotism hut between 
now and such a time the American people will 
be wondering whether ain of the sensible hu­ 
man beings north of tile 38th parallel will care 
enough about their own future to persuade the 
North Korean government to correct the wrong 
which has been done 
Will the proper punishment be administered 
even belatedly to the officials who have por­ 
trayed their country before the world as a na­ 
tion of savagery and inhumanity?

A system of call lights en­ 
abled Hie desk man to commu­ 
nicate with the beat men, after 
a fashion. Tile desk man flipped 
a switch that turned on a red 
light sotnewliere along the beat 
man's path. When the patrol­ 
man spotted the signal, he call­ 
ed from the nearest box. 


THE CALI, BOX system still 
was in heavy use in tile l a t e 
1930’s and early 1940’s. It be­ 
gan to fade into toe background 
with the installation of toe first 
police radio system here immed­ 
iately after World War n. With 
the growing use of cruisers, the 
beat man was on his way out. 
At the same time, the prolif­ 
eration of the telephone system 
was cutting into the Gamewell 
system’s usefulness. 
The system was devised at the 
turn of the century, or earlier, 
and for many years only the 
most prominent and prosperous 
citizens and the busiest busi­ 
ness places could boast of a 
telephone. Tile Gamewell was a 
real asset in those days, when 
a policeman could not walk to 
the nearest home and find a 
telephone. 
It was part of the police de­ 
partment’s tradition. On long 
cold winter nights, the old-time 
desk man would regale a rook­ 
ie with the tale of toe time he 
received the call from Box 2! 
on E. 2nd St. 
“Yep,” he would say. “Box 21 
ran in just ait striaght up 2 
o’clock aud I could hear Ole 
Mac’s voice just as plain ais 
day, saving ‘Box 21.* 
“But they tore out Box 21 five | 
years ago and moved it uptown 
Ole Mac wouldn’t know that, of 
course. He’s been dead for Kl 
years..............."

City Schools Map Plans 
To Launch Kindergarten 


An effort will be made to es 
tablish kindergarten classes in 
East Liverpool in September de­ 
spite current financial p r o b- 
lems, s c h o o l administrators 
have announced. 
Registration for prospective 
kindergarten students is sched­ 
uled Feb. 19. 
Supt. Paul Blair said the reg­ 
istration for first graders and 
kindergarten pupils will be held 
at each elementary building, but 
the planned kindergarten class­ 
es will be centered at the for­ 
mer LaCroft School building. 
All children who will be 6 be­ 
fore Sept. 30 are to enroll for 
first grade. All who will be 5 
before .Sept. 30 will enroll in kin­ 
dergarten. 
Blair said plans for the kin­ 
dergarten are being advanced 
even though the levies failed last 
September. 
A committee is being chosen 
to plan the course of study to 
be used, but financial problems 
do exist, he said. 
The Ohio school foundation 
program will provide transpor­ 
tation for one round - trip each 
day. The board of education 
would have to pay for the oth­ 
er trip out of the present oper­ 
ating funds. 
The board is also facing the 
possibility of the need to add 
more school buses, depending on 
the registration and anticipated 
enrollment, Blair stated. 
Asked if he thought parents 
would be asked to. pay for one 
way of the trip Blair said that 
under state law. a parent can­ 
not pay for transportation on a 
board-owned bus. 
Teacher salaries w o u l d be 
aided by foundation mo n i e s . 
The salary of non-degree teach­ 
ers is reimbursed in full by the 
state. 
A teacher with a bachelor’s 
degree would receive a starting 
salary of $5,200 under the sal­ 
ary schedule of the school sys­ 
tem. However, the foundation 
program formula allows $5,000 
reimbursement for a bachelor 
degree teacher with no exper­ 
ience, so the board of education 
would have to pay the extra 
$200. 


If approximately 500 students 
were enrolled, nine t e a c h e r s 
would be needed, lf teachers 
with bachelor’s degrees w e r e 
hired, it would cost the board 
of education $1,800 each year 
for teachers. 
This amount would change if; 
teachers had additional educa-j 
tion, and would also change if 
more teachers were hired. 
Assistant Superintendent Carl 
Pelini says he believes in order 
to provide a worthwhile, qual­ 
ity education for youngsters, 25 
in each classroom should be 
considered maximum. 
If this formula is established, 
the teacher-pupil ratio would be 
lower than the state foundation 
sets, and the cost for the sal­ 
aries of the additional teachers 
would have to be paid entirely 
by local operating funds. 
Maintenance of the building, 
electricity, heat, and custodial 
costs must also be figured in 
the over-all cost of the kinder­ 
garten. 
More definite plans w i 11 be 
made as soon as registration fig­ 
ures are compiled, and th e 
board is able to determine what 
will be needed in the way of 
transportation and teachers.

For OK On New 
IS lid en r Fa oil ity 


The Duquesne light Co. has 
formally filed a request with 
the Atomic Energy Commisson 
for permission to construct a 
$215 trillion nuclear power plant 
at the site of its present atomic 
facility at Shippingport. 
Preliminary plans for the fa­ 
cility, to be known as the Bea­ 
ver Valley Power Station, were
